Santiago de Cuba, January SO, 1901. 

Sib : I have the honor to make the following report for the week ended 
January 26, 1901 : 

Santiago. — During this period there was a total of 19 deaths reported, 
the chief causes being the following : Tuberculosis, 3 ; pneumonia, 1 ; 
nephritis, parenchymatous, 1 ; meningitis, 2 ; malarial fever, 1 ; enter- 
itis, 3 ; other causes, 8 ; total, 19. Population, 18,000. Annual death 
rate 22.9 per 1,000. 

On January 22, 1901, the British steamship Homeric arrived from 
Vera Cruz, Mexico, where a case of yellow fever (the cook of the ves- 
sel) was removed prior to sailing. The vessel was thoroughly disin- 
fected before giving free pratique. 

On January 26, 1901, the provisional flag steamship Maria Herrera 
was disinfected prior to sailing for Porto Eico ; 3 immune certificates 
were issued, and the baggage of passengers destined for Porto Eico was 
disinfected. 

ManzaniUo. — Acting Asst. Surg. E. de Socarrasreports 4 deaths, due 
to the following causes : Bronchitis, 1 ; cerebral hemorrhage, 1 ; cancer 
of stomach, 1 ; enteritis, 1 ; total, 4. Population, 14,464. Annual 
death rate, 14.38 per 1,000. 

Guantanamo. — Acting Asst. Surg. Luis Espin reports 7 deaths, due to 
the following causes : Pernicious malarial fever, 3 ; hepatitis, 1 ; arterio 
sclerosis, 1 ; carcinoma, 1 ; pertussis, 1; total, 7. Population, 18,000. 
Annual death rate, 20.2 per 1,000. 

Daiquiri. — Nothing of interest reported.

February 2, 1901 : 

Santiago.— During this period there was a total of 19 deaths reported, 
the principal causes being as follows : Tuberculosis, 4 ; pernicious mala- 
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rial fever, 2 ; broncho-pneumonia, 1 ; pneumonia, 1 ; noma, 1 ; dysen- 
tery, 1 ; other causes, 9 ; total, 19. Population, 43, 000 ; annual death 
rate 22.9 per 1,000. Several new cafes of diphtheria have been reported 
to the board of health and all preventive measures taken against its 
spread. The temperature is cool and the weather dry. The sanitary 
condition of the port continues excellent. I inclose vital statistics of 
the city of Santiago de Cuba for the month of January, 1901. 

Manzanillo. — Acting Asst. Surg. E. de Socarras reports 7 deaths, the 
causes being as follows : Pneumonia, 2 ; gastro-enteritis, 2 ; enteritis, 1 ; 
bronchitis, 1 ; la grippe, 1 ; total, 7. Population, 14,464. Annual 
death rate, 25.16 per 1,000. 

Guantanamo. — Acting Asst. Surg. Luis Espin reports 5 deaths, due to 
the following causes : Chronic malarial fever, 1 ; pernicious malarial 
fever, 2; enterocolitis, 1; paralysis, 1; total, 5. Population, 18,000. 
Annual death rate, 14.44 per 1,000.
